New York, March 5.—'Another 


snow storm, which, threatens to do 
much damage, started at 4 o'clock 
this morning aud at 8 o'clock two 
inches had fallen. 
The snow was 


•wet and heavy and caused much in- 
convenience and considerable delay 
in traffic on elevated 
and surface 


lines. On the river the weather was 
so thick that ferryboats were unaible 
to run at more than h'alf speed. The 
snow Was accompanied by <a moder- 
ate wind. The temperature (was not 
low, 
however, the thermometer 


standing at 29 degrees at 9 a. m. 


Telegraphic seivice was further 


demoralized by the storm, 
The 


Western Union company lost twenty 
out of thirty wires between New 
York and Philadelphia aud ten wires 
south of Philadelphia between 9 and 
11 o'clock. 
The company reported 


that it was losing wires in all direc- 
tions on account of the heavy snow 
which in localities WAS followed by 
sleet, 
'Between Xtaston and 
Wil- 


liamsport, Pa., 20 miles of Western 
Union poles are down. Up to 11:30 
there was no sign of improvement in 
the weather, the snow continuing to 
fall heavily. 


The train service on the New York 


Central railroad, which was disor- 
ganized by the foods, was further 
impeded by the snow. Local trains, 
which up to tod'ay -were operated on 
time, were delayed by the snow* The 
Chatham local, due at 7:20 a, m., 
was 40 minutes late. 
The trains 


from fthe west and north were in bad 
shape. No attempt Was made to run 
the Adirondack express. The south- 
western express, 
in two sections, 


troth'of which are due here at 7:60 
a. m., was very late, the first section 
being: three hours and twentiy min- 
utes and the second section three 
hours and fifty minutes behind time. 
The Buffalo express, due at 7:20 a. 
m., was three hours and twenty min- 
utes and the Montreal express, due 
at 7:20 a. m,, was three hours and 
ten minutes' late. Of the Chicago 
express, due at 10 a* m,, no report 
had been received up to 11 o'clock. 
It was stalled somewhere along the 
line, with no means of reporting its 
thereabouts or condition. 


HEAVY FAX* AT 


Pittsburg,, Pa,, March 5,— The 


heaviest snow storm of the winter 
set In about last mid-night and at 
no'on today it is still snowing. It 
is now seven inches deep and the in- 
dications are for continued snow to- 
day and tomtorrow. Street oaf traffic 
is almost at a standstill 4n bottt 
rittsburg and 'Allegheny, (while the 
cars to and from the suburbs are 
malang but few trips. The railroads 
are also suffering to some eritent and 
trains are all delayed, 


The local telephone 'wires axe in

The storm following the flood has 


created a heavy demand on the Al- 
legheny department of charities and 
the officials had great difficulty in 
supplying the sufferers with coal and 
provisions. 


SNOW TURNED TO RAIN. 


Washington, March 
5.—A com- 


bined storm of wind, snow, rain and 
sleet prevailed here last night and 
part of today 'and threatened for a 
time to assume serious proportions. 
During the early morning hours the 
wind blew from the northeast at the 
rate of 26 miles an hour and consid- 
erably over an inch of snow and rain 
•was precipitated, The storm turned

weather, with high winds, by to- 
morrow morning. The forecast offi- 
cial* say that the storm is not suffi- 
cient to bring the Potomac again to 
the flood level.

TO TRY TO RESCUE MINERS 


SEVEN IMPRISONED ON THE 


COLOBADO MOUNTAINS. 


Snowslide Has Imprisoned if It Has 


Not Killed Them—Attempt 


Full of Peril. 


Telluride, Col,, -March 5.—A rescue 


party has been organized 'here to 
attempt to go to Ingram basin, whtre 
seven men were known to have been 
working when the storm cut off all 
communication. Ingram basin is one 
of the most dangerous places in win- 
ter in the San Juan country. It is 
Above the timber line and the peats 
are high -and precipitous, while the 
valley is narrow. Many believe that 
all the men have perished in a slide 
or that while they were At work in 
the tunnel rtheir bunk house, filled 
with provisions, has been buried be- 
neath tons of snow and ice. With 
their snowshoes lost it would be im- 
possible lor them to get 'down, as the 
snow is from six to eight feet deep. 
If this is the cause, then they are 
perishing for lack of food and shel- 
ter. The body of John B. Powell 
who perished in the slide last Fri 
day, h*s been found. Parties are at 
work opening th« trails in order to

CLEVELAND ENTHUSIASTIC. 


Cleveland, Ohio, March 5.—-Prince 


Henry was too tired to appear for 
any of the receptions informally ten- 
dered him by the cities throng 
which he passed early this morning 
in northwestern Ohio, \mtil his ar- 
rival in Cleveland at 9:10* He re- 
tired last night quite fatigued, after 
a day that held many demands upon 
him, and slept through, until late this 
morning. His train, which left Mil- 
waukee at 10:10 o'clock last night, 
was transferred tit Chicago shortly 
after midnight to the tracks of the 
Lake Shore and Michigan Southern 
and left at once for Cleveland, Buf- 
falo and Niagara. 


The people of Toledo were anxious 


to greet the prince and nearly 3,000 
of them were at the depot at 6:30 
o'clock <when the special came in and 
stopped. 
They had <a band and two 


big bouquets and were all ready to 
extend the hospitable hand. 
They 


had telegraphed to the prince, asking 
for a. chance to meet him, "but the 
telegram had miscarried and the 
ptdnce -was sleeping unconscious of 
the reception, 


BAND AWA35BNED HIM. 


The band awakened fhim, but it was 


too late then to get up. 
The bou* 


quets were thrown aboard and later 
in the morning the trainmen pre- 
sented them to the prince. 
There 


was another crowd at Sandusky, but 
the prince had gotten asleep again 
and did not come out. 
He has stood

He was tired last night, but the 


long, refreshing sleep which lie got 
completely restored him. 
There has 


been some apprehension aboard the 
train about possible delay in New 
York on account of the floods, and it

the routes mapped out for it with- 
out extended delay it will be trans- 
ferred to one of the southern lines.

F1G-HTING BOB OTBERED, 


Bear Admiral Evans was the first 


person to appear ou the car plat* 
form. He was cheered wildly by the 
crowd, most of whom recognized the 
naval hero. 


Admiral Evans asked for George 


Gridley. He repeated the question 
several times in a loud voice, but 
the man was evidently not present* 
Gridley is a brother of the late Cap- 
tain Bobert Gridley, who command- 
ed Dewey's flagship Olympia at the 
battle of Manila and who later died 
there. Admiral Evans expected to 
meet the brother in this city and ap- 
peared to be much disappointed in 
his absence. 


In the absence of Mayor Johnson,

SENATOR CLAY ADDRESSES THE 


SENATE. 


ATTACKS SHIPPING MEASURE 


NOT NECESSARY TO A GREAT 


MERCHANT MARINE. 


STRONG POINTS PRESENTED 


THE BAY'S PROCEEDINGS IN 


CONGRESS. 


Washington, March 5.—At the con- 


elusion of routine business in the sen- 
ate today, consideration was begun cf 
the bill making* appropriations for 
legislative, executive and judicial ex- 
penses. 
This is the second of the 


bi£ supply bills of the (government 
to be taken up by the senate. 


The reading of the bill was con- 


cluded at 2 o'clock, all of the com- 
mittee amendments having been 
agreed to without debate. The bill 
was then passed without division. 


A bill providing for the commu- 


tation of town site purposes of home- 
stead entries in certain portions of 
Oklahoma was passed. 


SENATOB CLAY SPEAKS. 


The unfinished business, the ship- 


ping bill, then was laid before the 
senate and Mr. Clay, of Georgia, de- 
livered a speech in opposition to the 
measure. 


Senator Clay began by making it 


clear that he favors &n ocean mail 
set-vice fully equal, if not superior, 
to the similar service of other na- 
tions. It should ba obtains^, how- 
ever, he argued, at a just and rea- 
sonable price <and should not be con- 
nected with any subsidy sohame, 
The feature of the present bill which 
carried the largest appropriation ^waa 
that relative to betterment of 
tihe 


ocean mail service iby the establish- 
ment of a number of new lines. 
There was proposed an increased an- 
nual expenditure of $3,000,000 a 
<a year and yet >there was 
nothing 


from the postal authorities to war- 
rant the assumption that tthds was 
necessary or desired. The present 
foreign mail system 
he considered 


ample and 
sufficient 
for present 


needs, but even if it should not 
prove to be fully so, the existing 
law gave warrant for any necessary 
increase. 
He deprecated 
a policy 


which had for its purpose a subsidy 
to «hip owners under the guise of 
mail pay. 


ATTACKS THE SUBSIDY. 


Senator Clay (devoted the main por- 


tion of hid argument, however, to an 
attack upon the general subsidy fea- 
ture of the bill, which is separate 
from, the ocean mail feature. 5e 
argued that the low -rates given by 
foreign ships, against which Amer- 
ican sMp owners complained, do not 
at all work -to the injury of Amer- 
ican exporters, who get the benefit 
of these low rates. Ocean freight 
xates are the cheapest in our (history 
and the result of these low rates is 
seen in the great increase in Ameri- 
can exports* 


There were only three grounds on 


which the supporters of this bill 
based their advocacy of a general 
subsidy, tfirst, that it cost more to 
build ships in the United States 
than abroad; second, that the Ameri- 
can wage scale is higher and there- 
fore the cost of operating ships un- 
der the American flag is greater than 
under foreign flags; third, that for- 
eign, governments 
sufbs&dize their 


merchant marine. 


Senator Clay quoted a number of 


authorities to prove that with the 
(better methods prevailing 
in the 


shipyards of this country tfhe cost of 
construction 
is no higher 
than 


abroad. He contended that Ameri- 
cans can ibuild iron and steel ships 
a« cheaply as they can be built in 
any country in the world. 


With regard to the cost of opera- 


tion, Senatdr Clay Said that 
the 


American shipowners can and do ob- 
tain .their labor in any ports at wtoich 
they -touch* 
* 


The American shipowners 
make 


use of the cheapest labor they can 
obtain* The provision for a certain 
percentage of the crew to be Amer- 
ican will not necessarily rerolt in 
any material increase dn the cost of 
operation, although an 
effort, he 


said, is made to have it so appear, 


He argued that to plead for the 


subsidy on the 
ground that the 


American laboring man would be 
benefited by it was iri no dense war- 
ranted. 


With regard to the claim that 


American merchant marine must 
subsidized because subsidise \ 
granted by competing government*, 
Senator Clay undertook to skotf that 
neither England nor Germany 
juiy general subsidy to it* 
marine. Both governtoWit* 
ship* which can. be

Senator Clay compared the provi-

000 a year to offset the1 advantage* 
enjoyed by the foreign m4rt£umt ma- 
rine and compared with that estimate 
the onto from the same official who 
now says that & subsidy of f 1,000,- 
000 a year will effect the wane remilt. 
The enactment of this bill would not 
result in any material increase in tie 
number of ships flying the American 
flag. 


The senator concluded by declaring 


that in his opinion, the bill ia vicious 
in principle in that it is «» effort to 
aid (private business through taxa- 
tion of the people.

Free State, called at the white house. 


They were received by Pmid*nt 


Roosevelt in the library and teniahi- 
ed with him About fifteen minutes. 
They called as private citizens and 
not in their official Capacity as Bojer 
representatives.

to say and then informed them this 
government cannot and will not in* 
terfere in the struggle.

erwards. But they do these- thing-s 
better in Vienna. In the Austrian 
capital they have a new and hand- 
somely appointed -pawnshop, where 
there are cozy tearooms, reading- 
rooms 
and 
every inducement to 


spend an hour 
or so in chatting, 


reading or -walking about the spac- 
ious premises. It has become a fash- 
ionable resort and quite the "swag- 
ger" thing to do is to meet one's 
friends there of a morning. 


The street before the pawnshop is 


filled at the fashionable hour with 
handsome carriages with armorial 
bearings emblazoned on their panels 
and society meets in the luxurious 
rooms to talk and gossip. Inquiries 
are made as to what articles have 
been pawned, the amount received 
and there is a great comparing of 
notes on the subject of pawnshops 
generally.

The latter, not suspecting 
that anything was wrong, accom- 
panied the supposed general to the 
town hall, where Alavantics ordered 
the men of the fire department to 
join him. This motley procession 
proceeded to the gen'davmery bar- 
racks, where Alavautics paraded the 
gendarmes. Two of the latter, how- 
ever, whose suspicions were aroused, 
esca/ped 
and 
apprised their com- 


mander. Captain Nikolics. The lat- 
ter, when he arrived on the scene, 
called on Alavantits to produce some 
documents as authority for his ac- 
tions, whereupon the would-be revo- 
lutionists' leader nred a revolver at 
Captain 
Nikolics 
and 
slightly 


wounded him. 
Nikolics promptly 


shot and killed Alavantics, whose 
followers were then arrested.

People in the United States who

In the Austrian 
capital they have a new and hand- 
somely appointed -pawnshop, where 
therff are 'cozy tearooms, reading- 
rooms and every inducement to 
spend an hour or - so in chatting, 
reading or walking about the spac- 
ious premises. It has become a fash- 
ionable resort and quite the "swag- 
ger" thing to do is to meet one's 
friends there of a morning. 


The street before the pawnshop is 


filled at the fashionable hour with 
handsome carriages with armorial 
bearings emblazoned on their panels, 
and society meets in the luxurious 
rooms to talk and gossip. Inquiries 
are made as to what articles havjfc 
been pawned, the amount received 
and there is a great comparing of 
notes on the subject of pawnshops 
generally. 


It has been a well known fact for 


years that a large part of Vienna so- 
ciety frequently had to resort to 
"uncle/* but it is only -recently that 
the practice has become a social 
function and the pawnshop a fash- 
ionable resort. Once the carnival is 
over the family jewels, which 
it 


would be lacking in piety to wear 
through the Lenton period, are pack- 
ed up and taken to ''uncle's" and 
when summer is come there go all 
the costly furs, which are well taken 
care of during the warm months. 
With the money borrowed* on them 
their owners are able to augment 
their hilarity during the season of 
roses and wine," leaving the reckon- 
ing day to take care of itself.

It was in that 
month that the English common- 
wealth ended and Bichard Cromwell 
left the palace at Whitehall, Bobin- 
son lived in this island home for 
twenty-eight years. 
These twenty- 


eight years covered the exact period 
of the second Stuart reign in Eng- 
land. Bobinson Crusoe returned to 
England in June, 1687. 
The con- 


vention parliament, which estab- 
lished William III. met in London 
at the same time. All this could not 
be an accidental coincidence. Defoe 
must have meant that the 'true-born 
Englishman* could not live in Eng- 
land during the years while the 
Stuarts reigned, 
Bobinson Crusoe 


was a ruler himlself on his own island 
and was never the subject of Charles 
II. or James II."

IN THE SHADOW OF HIS WINGS, A STRONG DISCOURSE ON 


DIVINE PROVIDENCES. 


Washington, March 2.—A famili

There is the temple. Yonder is th 
king's palace. Spread out before hi 
eyes are the pomp, the wealth, th 
•wickedness, and the coming- destruc 
tion of Jerusalem, and he bursts intc 
tears at the thought of the obduracy 
of a place that he would gladly have 
saved, and apostrophizes, saying1 


"Oh, 
Jerusalem, Jerusalem, -how oft- 


en would I have gathered thy child- 
ren tog-ether, even as a hen gather- 
eth her chickens under her wings 
and ye would not." 


"Wiry did Christ i^lect lien and 


chickens as a simile?'^.Mext to the 
vappositenefes of the comparison, I 
think it was to help all public teach- 
ers in the matter of illustration to 
get down off thair stilts and use com- 
parisons 
that all can understand. 


The plainest bird on earth is .the 
barnyard fowl. Its only adornments 
are the red comb in its 
headdress 


and the wattles under the throat. . It 
has no grandeur of genealogy. All 
we know is that its ancestors came 
from India, some of them from a 
height of 4,000 feet ou the sides of 
the Himalayas. It lias no preten- 
sion of nest like the eagle's eyrie. It 
•has no lustre of plumage like. the 
goldfinch. Possessing anatomy that 
allows flight, yet nlbout the last 
tiling it wants to do -is .to fiy, and 


™ iu retreat, uses-foot almost as mu-di 


es wing. Musicians have written out 
an musical scale the song of lark and 
robin redbreast and nightingale, yet 
the hen of my test hath nothing that 
could be taken, lor a song, tout only 
cluck and cackle. Yet Chaist, in the 
text, uttered while looking upon. 
doomed1 Jerusalem, declares that 
rarhat he had wished for that city 
was like what the hen does for her 
chickens.. 


Christ was thus 
simple in his 


{teachings, and yet how hard it is for 
us, who are Sunday school instruc- 
tors and editors and preachers and 
reformers, and those who would gain 
the ears of audiences, to attain that 
heavenly and divine art of simplic- 
ity. We have to run a course of lit- 
erary disorders as children—a course 
of physical disorders. iWe come out 
of school -and; college loaded down 
with Greek mythologies, and out of 
the theological seminary weighed 
down with what the learned fathers 
said, and we fly with wings of eagles 
and flamingoes and albatrosses, and 
it takes a good while before we can 
come down to Christ's similitudes, 
the candle under the bushel, the salt 
that has lost Ms savor, the net 
thrown! into the sea, the spittle on, 
"ithe eyes of the blind man and the 
hen. and •chickens. 
- ' 


There is not much poetry about this 


winged creature of God mentioned in. 
any text, but she is more practical 
and more motherly and more sug- 
gestive of good tilings than many 
that fiy higher and wear brighter 
colors. She is not a prima donna of 
the skies, not a strut of beauty in 
the aisle of the forest. She does not 
cut a circle under the sun. lake the 
Rocky mountain eagle, but stays at 
home to look after 
family affairs. 


She does not swoop like the condor 
of the Cordilleras to transport a rab- 
bit from the valley to the top of the 
crags, but just scratches for a living. 
(How vigorously with her claws she 
pulls away the ground to bring up 
what is hidden heneath! When -the 
(breakfast or dining' hour arrives, she 
'begins to prepare the repast, and 
calls all her young to partake. 


I am in warm sympathy wSth the 


unpretentious, old-fashioned hen, be- 
cause, like most of us, she has to 
scratch for a living. She knows at 
•the start the lesson which most peo- 
ple of good sense are slow to learn— 
that the gaining of a livelihood im- 
plies work, and that successes do not 
lie on the surface, hut are to be up- 
turned by positive and continuous 
effort. The reason that society and 
•the church, and the 
.world, are so 


full of failures, so full of loafers, so 
full of dead-beats, is because people 
are not wise enough to take the les- 
son which any hen would teach them 
that if they would find for them- 
selves, and for those dependent upon, 
them, anything worth having, .they 
must scratch for it. Solomon, said: 
"Go to the ant, thou sluggard." I 
say, go to the hen, thou sluggard. 
In the Old Testament God compares 
Himself to an eagle stirring up her 
nest, and in. the New Testament the 
Holy Spirit is compared to a descend- 
ing dove, but Christ, in <a sermon 
that began with cutting sarcasm for 


hypocrites, aud ends with the parox 
ysm of pathos an. the text, compan 
Himself to a heu.

es and liquors that it, is not easy 


to misrepresent the fairts. We have 
not "estimates" or "impressions," but 
official data prepared by appointees of 
the governments whose, duty it is 1o 
;ee that eaeh product is duly taxed. 
And from these reports, Mr. School- 
ing clearly shows that ihe more the 
use of malt or fermented liquors is 


leouragert the more rapid becomes 


the consumption of rum, whisky, gin 
and brandy. This destroys the theory 
upon which the German beer-bouts 
have been recently introduced into the 


ouls of Boston and Cambridge. In 


the year 1900 the beer consumption of 
Germany was "7.3 gallons per capita; 
in America, 33.3. Of course we ought 
to find that the beer "drove out" dis- 
tilled liquors. On the contrary, we 
discover that the German demanded 
i.9 gallons of spirits per capita-to the 
1.1 consumed in America. .In France, 
"one of those wine-producing1 coun- 
tries where," travelers assure 
"there is no drunkenness," there were 
consumed "5,4 gallons of wine per cap- 
ita, and more spirits than in Germany, 
nearly twice as imich as in the United 
States. These facts are just us patent 
as those of population, or import and 
export; but nevertheTt-'.ss the profes- 
sors and tutors who luive a weakness 
for mugs and bottles will go on as- 
suring the innocent public that tlie 
only way to .keep a boy from whisky 
is to fill him up with beer. Mr. School- 
ing in the article referred to attributes 
the present commercial supremacy of 
•America to "the relative sobriety of 
her workmen." Yet if our brewery 
syndicates and Hicir learned apolo- 
gists can have their .way for a few 
years, both that sobriety and its re- 
sultant industrial triumph will disap- 
pear.—Chicago Interior.

Legal action against intemperate 


drinking- is by no means a new idea, 
.iid the 'Chinese, though generally re- 
garded as the most temperate race on 
earth, were first in this, it seems, as 
in so many other mwements that liave 
been considered as modern. Long-'be- 
fore the birth "of Solomon warnings 
against intemperance, were common 
in the literature mid laws of China. In 
the year 22S5 It. ,C.. a man was banished 
by the emperor because he had in- 
vented an alcoholic drink from rice. 
In 2205 IJ. C. Emperor Yu refused to 
drink wine, for, he said: "Jn after 
ages there will be those who through 
wine will lose their kingdoms." i.'n 
'Wang, the next emperor, punished 
drunkenness by-death. In 206 13. C. 
the penalty for that offense was :i fine 
instead of death. After many changes 
in the laws reg-ula ting Ihe sale of drink 
and the punishment, nf di-imltards, in 
127!) B. C. all liquor makers were ban- 
ished from China. 


After the Chinese in point of time 


came the Jews. After them the Hin- 
doos. The ancient laws of Ceylon, 
I*urmah, and other Buddhist countries 
forbade the manufacture, sale,-or use 
of liquor. In A. D. fiL'li, the fourth year 
after the ITegira, Mohammed, to pro- 
mote the discipline and efficiency of 
the army, forbade the use of wine to 
the soldiers. This rule prevails in full 
force and ^effect in the Turkish army 
to the present day, with the result 
that the Ottoman soldier's capacity 
for endurance and 
quick recovery 


from wounds is famous throughout 
Europe.—Chicago Israelite.

of the mayor from §3,500 to $1,000 
per year; making- the city clerk the 
clerk of the boards. Other unimport- 
ant details of administration w 
affected by amendments.
